Accredited delegates to the number 
of fifty-five and about one hundred and 
fifty visitors from all over the con- 
stituency gathered in Wetaskiwin on 
)} Thursday, June 21, for the annual 
convention of the U.F.A. of the We- 
taskiwin Federal Contituency. The 
meeting was an enthusiastic and live 
one. All afternoon was spent with 
addresses, resolutions and the busi- 
ness of electing officers for the ensu- 
ing year, and at six o’clock an adjourn- 
ment was made to the banquet room 
of the Driard, where, following din- 
ner, business was completed and 
further short addresses were given. 

Presided over by President Henry 
Young of Hillside local, work was 
started promptly at 1-:30 p.m. Follow- 
ing a short address by the chairman, 
Mrs. David Christie of Strathcona, 
director of the activities of the U. F. 
W Az. for the Wetaskiwin Federal 
Constituency, addressed the meeting. 
After dealing with general aspects of 
the work of the U.F.W.A., she made a 
vigorous appeal to the members of 
the U.F.A. for co-operation with the 
women’s organization in order that 
both might prosper. 

T. P. Baker, delegate of the ‘We. 
taskiwin Federal constituency to the 
Alberta Wheat Pool, was the next 
speaker. He dealt with the accomp- 


lishments of the Pool and pointed out 
some of the difficulties the Pool ex- 
perienced in meeting the competition 
of companies, well trained and well 
entrenched in the business. He offer- 
ed assistance in obtaining new mem- 
bers and urged that this work be ag: 
gressively undertaken. 

Then followed an hour or more 
given to consideration of the several 
resolutions presented to the conven- 
tion by locals within the riding. 

The first of these was that where an 
assessed elector lives on rented land 
in the same division as his assessable 
land, his wife, son or daughter shall 
have the same right to vote as though 
he were actually living on his assess- 
able land. 

The next resolution to carry srous- 
ed much interest and warm bunt favor- 
able digcussion. This resolution was 
that all veterans who had served 
overseas should be entitled to free 
medical and hospital service. 

Hillside local brought forward a 
resolution requesting from the Pro- 
vincial Government an increased grant 
for bridges where the need exists. In 
support of: the resolution it was 
brought out that in some districts a 
great number of bridges are required 
while in others a very few are need:

Cattle Trade to the United 
_ Kingdom Is. Ina Bad Way? 


Montreal, Tae 22. —That Montreal 
is doomed so far as the cattle trade 
from the west to Great Britain is 
concerned is the gloomy prediction 
offered by J. Charles Yule-and W. W. 
Sharpe, ranch owners, of Alberta, who 
sailed Friday morning aboard the 
Canadian Pacific S.S. Montclare, for 
Scotland, where they intend to buy 60 
head of purebred Shorthorn cattle for 
stock-raising purposes. Both are prom- 
inent cattle men in the west and 
state that very soon no Canadian 
cattle will be shipped out of this coun- 
try to the United Kingdom. 

“The distance is too great to ship 
cattle to have them arrive in good con- 
dition,” said Mr. Sharpe. “There is a 
distance of 3,000 miles to be covered 
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to ship them across the continent. 
Then the beasts are faced with anoth- 
er 2;500° miles of sea journey before 
they rech the other side. In addition 
to this thefreight charges are too 
high to allow of making any profit.” 
“All the cattle are going to the 
United States,” he said, ‘and when 
the democratic government is in pow: 
er, there will be a lot more shipped 
from Canada. The United States is 
the logical market for’ Canadian 
beasts and the time is not far distant 
when we will be shipping ‘them all to 
Chicago, which is only half the dis- 
tance to Montreal,” he declared.

All Grains Making Splendid 
Growth Throughout Alberta 


Early seeded wheat is now in the 
shot. blade in many sections of the 
province and all grains are making 
rapid and vigorous growth, according 
to the telegraphic: reports received on 
Friday by the Depatrment of Agricul- 
ture, for the fourth fortnightly crop 
report of the season. The entire 
province has benefitted by the rains 
which have been general during the 
past two weeks, and the setback which 
crops in some areas have received as 
a result of delayed germination is 
rapidly being recovered, although 
some fields are somewhat patchy. 
Warm growing weather is now the 
most urgent requirement for crops to 
take full advantage of the abundant 
supply of moisture. 

Never in the history of the prov- 
ince has a crop been sown under bet- 
ter conditions as far as high quality 
of seed and treatment for disease are 
concerned, and never has more con- 
certed action been taken to keep 
flelds free from noxious weeds. 

Conditions are reported generally to 
be ideal for breaking and summer- 
fallowing, and the opinion is express- 
ed that’ the acreage of new land 
brought under cultivation this season 
will again be of record proportions. 

Some eseveh thousand acres have 
been seeded to sugar beets in the 
southern part of the province, and of 
this acreage fully one-third is report- 
ed to be showing a perfect stand, with 
the rémainder giving promise of a 
good average crop. 

Cutting of alfalfa and sweet clover 
has commenced in the south but has 
been interrupted to some extent by 
the rains. Very local hail damage is 
reported {in one or two districts, but 
crops. in the affected areas are making 
a good recovery. Practically no in- 
sect injury to crops: has occurred with 
the. exception of the appearance of 
wireworms in somesnorthern districts. 

Crops in the Peace River country 
are well advanced and in view of the 
increased acreage under crop this year 


in the north, conditions generally are 
considered. promising for heavy grain 
shipments next fall and winter. 
C.P.R. Crop Report 
Winnipeg, Jhne 25.—Rainfall experi- 
enced ‘almost every day during the 
past week has resulted in every por- 
tion of the West being liberally sup- 
plied with moisture according to the 
weekly survey of crop conditions is- 
sued by the Agricultural Department 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway here 
today. In spite of cool weather gener- 


ally growth has been ‘rapid and the: 


general outlook at the present time 
leaves nothing to be desired. A few 
patches are under water in low land 
but damage from this is not extensive. 
Essential requirement now is warm, 
sunshiny wecther. In a few early 
sown: fields-there is evidence of un- 
eveness of crop on account of non- 
germination at seeding time and this 
delay in sprouting is likely to result 
in mixed samples of grain at harvest 
time in these particular crops. Pros- 
pects are that considerable more. will. 
be done at summerfallowing than 
small amount of damage in somie dis- 
tricts.

It Is.not the purpose of this article 
to doseribe methods, of eradication or 
jdenifcation of our weed onemies, 
This information {5 contained in a 
bulletin issued by the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, “Alberta's Woed 
Problem,” a'copy of which will bosent 
‘free to any address in. Alberta ‘on aps 
plying by .étter ‘ore otherwise ' 'to the 
IMeld Crops Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Edmonton. The purpose 
of this article is to outline the organ- 
Ization of the forces directing weed 
control work in the provii.ce. 


The work of directing weed con- 
trol and the administration of the 
“Noxious Weeds Act” comes under the 
Department of Agriculture, and ts car- 
ried on under the direction of the Min- 
ister of Agriculture, by the Field 
Crops Branch. This branch is in 
charge of a commissioner responsible 
to the minister. Under the Commis- 
sioner and responsible through him to 
the minister, are sixteen fleld sup r- 
visors. These men have definitely 
stated districts and their duties are, 
in part, to supervise weed control 
work in their districts, to advise 
farmerg and others as to the best 
means of eradication and identificatin 
of weeds, and to supervise the work 
of municipal or L.I.D. Weed Inspct- 
tors They are in the fleld from June 
1’ to October 31 or later, if required. 
These supervisors are carefully chos- 
en, carefully trained men. Their 
position is a responsible one and be- 
sides a good knowledge of farming 
and weed eradication methods, they 
must be capable of lecturing and be of 
sound judgment, as they are frequent- 
ly, called upon.to adjudicate when dis- 
putes arise between land owners and 
weed inspectors, The Municipal and 
L. LD.. “Weed Inspectors are what 
might be termed the junior members 
of the weed control’staff. These men 
are responsible to the Municipal Coun: 
cll: and, ‘field supervisor in Municipal- 
ities and in L.LD.’ ‘3 are responsible to 
thé field supervisor. Their duties are 
similar to those of the supervisors but 
on account of the relatively small area 
over. which they operate, they do most 
of the detailed inspection work. Stated 
briefly, there is at the disposal of 
farmers and others a staff of com- 
petent, specially trained men who, are 
willing and able to advise on matters 
pertaining . to; weed.-control.. Tho, ex-

Let me 
define the man on the land to be, the 
owner or occupant of any land and 
include in the word land parcels vary- 
ing in size from a fraction of a village, 
city or town lot to the largest parcel 
held by any company, government or 
individual, There has been no dif- 
ficulty in defining the duties of the 
official of the weed control service, but 
the duty of the individual offers a 
broad and somewhat complicated field. 
As the writer sees'it, the man on the 
land has a duty to himself, a duty to 
his neighbors, and a duty to posterity. 
In fairness to himself, an occupant of 
land should.so manage his land that it 
brings him a maximum return, In 
fairness'to his neighbor, he should see 
that his operations cause no damage 
or loss to. his neighbors, In fairness 
to posterity, he should see to it that 
his land ig maintained in such a way 
that it will be a help and not a hind- 


‘!rance to those who will follow him. 


{t is obvious that a man on the land 
who allows his land to become pol- 
luted with noxious weeds is injuring 
‘himself, his neighbor, and posterity, 


Many people consider that it is the 
duty of the Provincial Government to 
detect and destroy all the weeds in the 
province. Another will say that as 
an owner of land he is privileged to do 
what he pleases with that land and 
the Government should adopt a“hands 
off” policy entirely. To arrive at a 
reasonable conclusion as to what the 
Provincial Government’s duties are, 
we must turn to the “Noxious Weeds 
Act,” as this is the tangible expression 
of the opinion of the duly elected rep- 
resentatives of the people. Since an 
act, exists, it’ is- the’ first: duty of the 
Government, to administer the terms 
of this Act. A close study of the Act

is doing his best to combat the weed 
menace but is designed for tis pro- 
tection. The writer knows of no other 
duties. provided for by Statute or 
otherwise for the Proyincial Govern- 
ment, In appointing field supervisors 
who act in the dual capacity of weed 
Act administrators and. advisors on 
weed problems, the Government has 
done so in order that’ persons affected 
by the Act may not only be acquaint- 
ed with the terms of the Act, ‘but will 
be provided with information that will 
enable them to avoid penalties by the 
adoption of weed control methods in- 
to their system of farming. ° 


The attitude of many of us towards 
supervisors and inspectors leaves 
much to be desired. It is _ human 
nature to resent criticisni and: the 
pointing out of our faults. .Let us rise 
above this feeling and try to see in the 
weed , inspector a friend “who may 
‘point out our faults but who is willing 
to advise on the best way’ to ‘correct 
them. Let us not wait for the inspect- 
or to find our noxious weeds but be our 
own inspectors; for who ds ina better 
position: to’ detect weeds than the man 
who in the course of his field opera- 
tions, crosses and recrosses every foot 
of his land several times each year? 


It would be well to impress on the 
newcomer to this country the neces- 
sity of becoming familiar with the 
weed problem in this province. Many 
of;our weeds are of Buropean origin 
and, will be readily Tecognized by a 
great - many experienced European 
farmers, but it must be borne in mind 
that in this province, agricultural 
methods and climatic ‘conditions are 
so different to‘ those existing “in other 
lands that weeds which may be easily 
controlled in the British Isles, for ex- 
ample, are particularly difficult to con- 
trol here. 


In conclusion, the writer wishes to 
point out one way in which we can 
benefit by the experiences of the 
older provinces. Some weeks ago, in 
order to obtain information on the 
weed question the names of five or six 
farmers in a well known district in 
another province were obtained, more 
or less at random. Certain questions’ 
were asked and for the most part 
varying answers were received, but 
each farmer volunteered the informa- 
tion that their trouble was due entire- 
ly to the fact that in the early stages 
of its arrival in the province perennial 
sow thistle was not recognized as a 
serious menace. Another farmer stat- 
ed that the effects of sow thistle were 
worse than the combined bad effects 
of frost, hail, rust, drouth, freight 
rates, elevator charges, and other 
things which are rightly or wrongly 
termed pests. We have a serious sit- 
uation to face. Recognition of the 
situation is half the battle. Let us put 
forth our best efforts. Let us couple 
up the farmer’s well known ability for 
hard work with the methods tested 
and approved by skilled farmers and 
trained technicians and endeavor to 
avoid the unhappy experience of the 
older provinces.

The House of Commons 
and Financial Reform 


(By William Irvine, M.P.) 
(Continued from last week) 
Recommendation of Banking Commit- 
tee 

Let me quote the important part of 
the committee’s recommendation 
which Parliament concurred in a few 
days ago: 

.“The preponderance of evidence in- 
dicated that the operation of a Central 
Bank of Issue, or Federal Reserve 
Bank, as in the United States, exer- 
cised only an indirect or limited in- 
fluence over price levels and that 
many of the functions attributed to 
such Central Bank of Issue and Re- 
discount were already being perform- 
ed through the Finance Act. The Com- 
mittee, however, is of opinion that 
owing to the rapid expansion of Can- 
adian commercial and industrial oper- 
ations and the possibility in the near 
future for the need of a much larger 
measure of credit than at any in the 
past. It is desirable that a careful 
study be made by competent experts 
of the facilities available under the 
Finance Act, and to determine if such 
are capable of ready expansion to 
meet possible requirements of credit; 
and further to determine if, under the 
present scope of the Finance Act, it fs 
possible for the Treasury Board ‘to 
deal effectively with unusual varia- 
tions in: the rates of interest, and, last- 
ly to consider (in case it should be 
decided that present legislation is too 
restricted) what measures should be 
taken to adapt our present system to 
the growing needs of the country.

Two other resolutions were passed 
by the convention at the evening meet- 
ing in. the Driard Hotel. These fol- 
lowed up a suggestion from the Fed- 
eral member, William Irvine, made 
during his address in the afternoon. 
One related to a raise in the amount 
of the members sessional indemnity, 
the convention being favorable to a 
raise and offering the suggestion that 
there should be a sliding scale based 
upon the distance of the member’ 
home from Ottawa. The other relat- 
ed to the tariff and was to the follow- 
ing effect: “That the Government 
should either remove the discrepancy 
imposed upon the dairy industry in 
Canada by the Australian Treaty or 
ele remove the tariff from all goods 
the farmers have to buy.” 

Following consideration of the reso- 
lutions by the convention, came the 
speech of William Irvine, M.P., looked 
forward to by delegates as the special 
feature of the convention. After say- 
ing that the present convention was 
the best constituency convention he 
had ever attended and that a meeting 
of such a kind was an example of 
citizenship in action, the speaker gave 
an outline of the activities of the ses- 
sion just closed at Ottawa, from the 
point of view of a U.F.A. member. 
There were two matters upon) which 
he desired some action by the Con- 
vention. The one was the treaty with 
Australia, and the other the proposed 
increasing of the sessional indemnity 
regarding both which questions, the 
member did not! feel free to act with- 
out some authority from his constit- 
uents. 

Continuing, Mr. Irvine stated that 
he had kept the constituency informed 
of the activities of the house through 
weekly reports to the local. papers 
within the constituency and by means 
of monthly reports to the. locals. On 
the whole, he said, the session had 
been ordinary and the legislation 
meagre owing, he thought, to the lack 
of-a ‘sufficiently :potent- group of. farm- 
ers in the house: “There had been an 
air of buoyancy throughout the session 
owing to ‘the prevalent belief that Can- 
ada is entering a period of prosper- 
ity. This had resulted in the voting 
of large expenditures of money, in- 
creasing the amount to be expended 


would ever be able to buy them out 
and we would remain for all time un- 
der the domination of soulless corpor- 
ations?” 


disregard the human element when he 
says that it is hard indeed to turn 
down the apparently very tempting 
offers of corporation's. They will agree, 
he says, to take over existing plants 
and distribution systems, assmse all 
the Habilities thereon and sometimes: 
pay over a cash sum as well. They 
will promise to improve and enlarge 
the power plant and give an immediate 
reduction in the existing rates, which, 
by the Way, may be ra{sed at any 
time by order of the Board of Public 
Utilities. Careful analysis, however, 
he points out, will show that the bene- 
fits are more apparent than real and 
that the many advantages of public 
ownership will greatly outweigh any 
temporary relief. 

Mayor Montgomery, in dealing with 
the question of efficiency as urged by 
the exponents of private ownership, 
mentions that this is not borne out by 
facts. Public ownership of utilities in 
Alberta is most successfully carried 
out, and no private corporation could 
hope to operate to better advantage or 
to give the same measure of satisfac- 
tion to the residents as is being render- 
ed in practically every municipality 
where public ownership prevails and 
where these utilities are efficiently 
managed. 

Mayor ree ae makes a point 
when, in referring to public ownership 
he refers to the independence which 
municipalities lose when they part 
with their utilities and franchises, the 
value of which cannot be measured in 
dollars and cents. “Let us not,” he 
says, “be guided by the influence of 
the moment and make unwise de- 
cisions that bind the future. Much 
better to guide our own destiny and 
remain our own master even at the ex- 
pense of a possible yearly deficit, and 
when the time comes—be it near at 
hand or in the-distant future—let us: 
be ready with unfettered hands to join 
with other municipalities and the Gov- 
ernment and make possible the estab- 
lishment of a great provincially owned 
Hydro Electric System that will even- 
tually be ours if we are prepared to 
receive it.

many other districts receiving equally 
heavy rainfall. Crop prospects are 
excellent and better than they have 
been for many seasons past. On ac- 
count of recent heavy rains a notice- 
able improvement is recorded in fall 
rye crop, which will show much bet- 
ter returns than expected a week or 
so ago. Crop pests agreeably scarce, 
while weeds less apparent this year 
than usual. Best fields of grain appear 
to be on néw 1927 breaking, many 
particularly fine fields being reported. 
Stock throughout the province doing 
well. 

Weather during the past week in 
British Columbia has been generally 
warm and showery. Continued wet 
has resulted in splitting of cherries in 
sme localities. Outlook for good yield 
in all varieties of fruits and field 
produce’ is promising, with no doubt 
that crop will average up better than 
last year. Strawberries yielding par- 
ticularly well and are moving out at 
fair prices to a steady market. Trees 
and small fruits lookirig well and 
sizing rapidly. Pears dropped heavily 
but in spite of this ,there will be a 
good crop. 


in 1928 over 1927 some $88,000,000. 


Mr. Irvine then dealt with the ques- 
tion of credit as it relates to prosper- 
ity. He contended that machinery 
has solved the problem of production 
but that there still remains to be 
solved the troublesome problem of 
cycles of prosperity and depression. 
The problem of students of political 
economy is to originate a system of 
credit which shall do away with the 
period of depression and panic fol- 
lowing the over-production in industry 
which is a characteristic of good 
times. He thought’that governments 
should be very careful of their expen- 
ditures in good times so as to provide 
work for the laboring man during hard 
times, 

He also dealt with Parliament’ s “an- 
tiquated methcds of dealing with es- 
timates’—methods by which millions 
of money were voted to objects about 
which members did not and could not 
know anything. He had proposed 
special standing committees to deal 
with the estimates, and‘where neces- 
sary to receive evidence from Depart- 
ment heads and any other sources of 
information available. The Prime Min- 
ister had promised to see that proper 
methods of seguring information were 
open to members‘ next session. 


Ag to taxation, the Federal member 
reported that there had been no funda; 
mental change in the method of rais- 
ing money. Slight changes had been 
made in certain items of‘the tariff, in 
order, he suggested, that favored in- 
terests might benefit. The income tax 
had been reduced 10% but there was 
a definite promise on the part of the 
Prime Minister that there would be no 
further reduction. There had been 
mny changes in the tariff without any 
really substantial alteration. What he 
desired to see was a real reduction on 
a scientific basis. 

At this point Mr. Irvine had to con- 
clude his address in order, that the 
annual election of officers might take 
place. Henry Young,) of Hillside, was 
re-elected President by acclamation; 
Mr. B. B. Sparks was appointed ist 
Vice-president, also ‘by acclamation, 
and J. H. Cook of Conjuring Creek, 
was elected!

HOGS DIE FAST AS MYS- 
TERIOUS MALADY ATTACKS 


Reports of a mysterious malady af- 
fecting hogs at several points in the 
province moved officials of the Health 
of Animals Branch to vigorous action 
during the week-end, From Stettler 
it was reported that a farmer named 
Otto Klotz had found 82' animals dead 
out of 89, and equally alarming discov- 
‘eries had been reported! over a wide 
area, accordig to. officials of the Do- 
minion Livestock Branch. Although 
no official declaration has been made 
on the malady in, Alberta, by Sunday 
evening considerable anxiety was felt 
by officials, as. a serious outbreak of 
reported 
from points on the Pacific Coast and 
numbers of cattle had beem imported 
from the United States during recent 
weeks. 

Immediately it became krown that 
suspected hogs had passed through 
the Calgary yards, restrictions were 
placed on trading by officials, and a 
quarantine was declared so far as hogs 
were concerned. 

During Saturday, 43 ‘animals dis- 
tributed by United States interests 
among farmers in the Olds, Carstairs 
and Didsbury districts were ordered 
back to Calgary, where they were in- 
spected and dispatched to a segrega- 
tion farm for inspection. It was also 
learned on good authority that there 
was a possibility that all farms known 
to have received deliveries of hogs 
from United States points recently 
would be segregated.

in several cases notified the Provin- 
cial police, under the impression that 
roison had been used. Bxamination 
by veterinarians and by the Provincial 
analysts have discovered no evidence 
of poison, however, and as evidence 
of cholera has also been lacking, the 
cause of death has been a mystery, 

Losing 23 hogs valued at more than 
a large stock 
grower of Delburne reported the mat- 
ter to the police and to the depart- 
ment at Calgary. This is one of the 
many cases being ivestigated by the 
Health of Animals Branch, the organs 
of the dead animals being at present 
in Calgary. 

Officials of the Livestock Branch, 
interviewed on Suriday evening, took 
a most serious view of the outbreak, 
and considered that at least a number 
of the cases reported were cholera. It 
was a reasonable supposition, they 
said, that the disease had been intro- 
duced from the United States by 
animals brought over recently during 
a selling campaigin. As farmers had 
been slow to report their losses to the 
authorities, it was believed that the 
outbreak was over a wide area, and if 
it was decided to place’ an embargo 
on all uspected cases, more than 300 
farms in Alberta would suffer. 

During Monday a definite report was: 
expected from Dr. Hargreaves of 
Medicine Hat, who has the matter in 
hand for the department, and this was 
expected to disclose a serious position 
throughout the Province.

FATHER/OF DR. T. B 
STEVENSON PASSES 


“Hastings, June 19.—There passed 
away on Monday night, June 11th, the 
oldest and most highly respected 
Pioneer in this district in the person 
of Mr. James Bell Stevenson. Death 
came as a complete shock to his 
many friehds, as he was enjoying good 
health until Friday morning, when he 
was stricken with a paralytic stroke, 
which he failed to overcome. 

‘ The late Mr. Stevenson had reached 
the good dld age of ninety-four years 
and seven months, and saw numerous 
changes in the ways and customs of 
the country, which he could relate 
very accurately, up to the time_of his 
illness. 

He ‘was a staunch Liberal in politics, 
and on many occasions was on the 
public platform with his nephew, 
Honorable George P. Graham. He 
served for many years in the Percy 
Twonship Council as well as holding 
several official positions in that 
township for over forty years. 


He was a member of the United 
Church and was an official of the 
old Methodist Church for over fifty 
years, which position he held (now 
the United Church) at the time of his 
death. 

The funeral was held at 2 o’clock 
on Thursday afternoon at the home 
of his son, Mr. James Stevenson, Jr., 
Front street, from thence to the 
United Church, where service was 
held. Rev. A. C. Hie, assisted by 
Rev. M. L. Hinton of Bogcaygeon, 
one of the dearest friends of the late 
Mr. Stevenson, and Rev. Dr. Thomson 
of the Presbyterian Church, conducted 
the service, 

Rv. Mr. Hie, in his sermon, com- 
pared the deceased with a sheaf of 
matured corn.” “He was now dead, 
but had borne good fruit.” The ex- 
ample set by him, and his acts of 
Christianity were always of the high- 
est and religious education had bene- 
fitted beyond value by his life.
